‘Humbly complaining, your Oretors, W.S.Hurst, A.G.Hyatt, J.A.G, 
Hyatt, P.H.Allen, J.V.Graham, and M.K.Grahnem, private bankérs and 
partners doing business at Pennington Gap, in Tee County, Virginia, 
under the style and firm name of Pennington Gap Bank, respectfully 
represent and show unto your honor that by deed dated the 17th day 
of October, 1900, one C.D.Russell SOld, and, with his wife and others, 
conveyed to one Albert Kirk a certain tract or parcel of land, lying 
and being in Lee County, Virginia, in the "Pocket!# country, on Elys 
creek, containing one hundred and seventy-eight acres more or Less, 
at the price of three hundred dollars ($300.00), of which sum one 
third, or one hundred dollars ($100.00), was paid in hand by said 
Kirk to said Russell, another one hundred dollars ($100.00) was to 

be paid in sixty days from the date of the said deed, and the remain- 
ing one hundred dollars ($100.00) was to be paid in six months from 
the date of the said deed, and the said C.D.Russell reserved a ven- 
dor's lien in the face of the said deed to secure the payment of the 
said two deferred payments, all of which will more fully appear from 
an inspection of the said deed, an attested office copy of which, 

made from Lee County Deed Rook No.37, pagell7, in which the same is 
duly recorded, is herewith filed as a part hereof, marked "Exhibit No. 
1", to which exhibit reference is also made for a full and complete

Your orators further represent that on the date of the aforesaid 
deed, to-wit, the 17th day of October, 1900, the said Albert Kirk ex- 
ecuted to the said C.D.Russell his two promissory notes for the said 
two deferred payments on said land, for the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars ($100.00) each, bearing interest from date, the first to become 
due and payable in sixty days from the said date, and the last in 
Six months from the said date, thereby expressly waiving the benefit 
of the homestead exemption laws &c, 


Your orators are informed, believe, and therefore, allege that 


the said C.D.Russell, very soon after the execution of said notes,

debt which said Russell owed said Commissioner for a part of the 
purchase price of a large boundary of land, of which large boundary 
the said tract of one hundred and seventy-eight (178) acres conveyed 
by ‘Seid! Russell and+others: toi the" seid Albert?Kirk, as afereseiayris 
a part; that on the lst day of May, 1901, the said Albert Kirk paid 
to the said E.W.pennington, Commissioner, the sum of fifty dollars 
($50.00) on said note, and on the 25th day of September, 1901, the 
said Albert Kirk paid to the said Commissioner the further sum of 
twenty-four dollars ($24.00) thereon; that the residue of the said 
Sixty days note is still unpaid; and that said residue is now the 
property of one A.K.DeBusk, the said DeBusk, who was one’ of the secu- 
rities of the said C.)D.Russell on the debt or judgment of said E.W.

Your orators further represent that on the leth day of August,

of, waiving the benefit of the homestead exemption as to said obligsa- 
tion; and that on the same day, to-wit, the 12th day of August, 
1901, the said A.N.Pennington, by another writing endorsed on the 
pack of said note and signed by him, for value received, assigned 
the same to your orators as collateral surety on Judgements in favor 
of your orators against said A.N.Pennington and others, all which 
will more fully appear from an inspection ofthe said original note 
which is hereto attached as a part of this bill, marked "Exhibit No.2} 
your orators further represent that the said A.N.Pennington has 
fully paid to them all the judgments which thev held against him on 


said leth day of August, 1901, except one judgment for the sum of 
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two hundred and ninty-seven dollars and twenty cents ($297.20), with 
interest thereon from the 6th day of January, 1897, till paid, and 
nine dollars and seventy-six cents ($9.76) costs, against J.D.Penning- 
ton, L.M.Zion, J.U,Pennington and A.N.Pennington, on which he hes 
made several payments, but on which, after deducting al} Credits, 
there remains a balance unpaid of one hundred and nineteen dollars 
and seventy cents ($119.70) as of the 4th day of January, 1902, the 
date of the last payment thereon, which balance, as may be c early 
seen will more than consume the said note and its interest, 

Your orators allege that the said Albert Kirk did not, nor did 
any other person for him, pay to the said C.D.Russell the said sum 
of one hundred dollars ($100.00), mentioned in the said note, or any 
part thereof, or of the interest thereon, on or prior to the date of 
the assignment of the same by the said Russell to the said A.N.Pen- 
nington, of which assignment the said lbert Kirk had notice on the 
leth day of August, 19013 and your orators allege that the said Alber 
Kirk did not, nor did the said C.D.Russell, or any person for them, 
or either of them, pay to the said A.N.Pennington the said sum of 
one hundre dollars ($100.00), or any vart thereof, or of the interest 
thereon, after the date of the said assignment to the said A.N.Pen- 
nington by the said Russell and prior to the date of the assignment 
of the same by the said Pennington to your Orators, Of which last men- 
tioned assignment the said Alebert Kirk had notice on the 12th day of

are not informed as to the exact amount of the balance due by said

Your orators further allege that the said B.F.Kirk, W.T.Kirk, 


and G.B.Miles and Amanda Miles have mever, nor hes either or them,

Your orators further represent that in the deed from the said 
Albert Kirk and wife to the said G.®.Miles and Amanda, his wife, and 
in the face thereof, a lien was reserved to secure the payment of the 
deferred payments mentioned therein. 

Now, the object of this bill is to have enforced the vendor's 
lien reserved as aforesaid in the face of the deed from the said @Q, 
D.Russell and others to the said Albert Kirk by a sale of the xame 
land thereby conveyed, or so much thereof as may be found necessary 
to pay the balance now remaining unpaid of the purchase price thereof. 

Your orators further allege that there are no Other liens against 
the said land, and that the same will not, in five years renting, 
rent for a sum sufficient to pay the balance remaining unpaid of the 
said purchase money, 

The prayer,therefore, of your orators is that the said A.N.Pen- 
nington, C.D.Russell, Albert Kirk, A.K.DeBusk, E.W.Pennington, Comr., 
B.F.Kirk, W.T.Kirk, G.B.Miles and Amanda Miles be made parties de- 
fendant to this bill; tht they each be required to answer its sev- 
eral allegations, but not under oath, answer under oath being express- 
ly waived; that the court' writ of Subpoena in chancery issue against 
Said defendants, properly directed$; that your orators be given a per- 


sonal judgment against said Albert Kirk and C.D.Russell for the amount 
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of the said note, with all necessary costs and interest; that a decre 
be rendered against said G.8.Miles and Amanda Miles, requiring them 
to apply such as is now due and unvaid by them of the purchase price 
agreed to be paid by them to said Albert ¥irk for the land conveved 


to them by him and his wife as aforesaid. first to the paynent of the
